Find Ancient Retics 


| Men's Costumes of 13th and 14th 

Centuries Unearthed from Frozen 

Wilds of Greenland 

Men’s costumes of the 13th and 14th 
centuries have been found in Green- 
They are in an excellent state 
of preservation, and resemble- the 
clothes worn by Dante in the publish- 
ed pictures of the Italian poet, They 
are not yet open to public view; but 
may be exhibited at some future date. 

These interesting finds were made 
by Dr. Noerlund, a Danish scientist, 
while extavating in ancient burial 
grounds in the southwestern part of 
Greenland. They are the only exist- 
ing specimens in the world of gar- 
ments worn by men in the 13th and 
14th centuries. Being deposited in 


the frozen earth for about 600 years 


has preserved them from destruction 
by moth and age. The garments are 
now in Copenhagen and deposited in 
the Danish collection in the museum 
housed in the Prinsen’s Palace, 

Dr, Noerlund has found also ser- 
eral old wooden crosses in the frozen 
earth. They are covered with in- 
seriptions in the Gothic rune script, 
and are considered by scientists to 
be of great historic value, 


Canal Across Scotiand 

<The project, which was widely dis- 
cussed before the war, of cutting a 
canal across Scdiland from the Clyde 
to the Forth, is again under discus- 
sion. The existing small canal will 
probably be utilized by widening it to 
take ocean-going craft. The project- 
ed canal would cut eighteen hours off 
the journey by sea from London to

Famous Wireless Station Closed 


Poildhu on Coast ev 


Cornwall 
Made History 
Poldau, probably the most famous 
wireless station in the world, has sent 
its last message,-“MBD,” its famous 


call sign for which ships’ operators 
have listened eagerly for the past 19 


years, is now replaced by “MFT,” the 
sign of Slifden, the Irish station of the 
Marconi Company, which has taken 
up the duty of talking to people who 
go down to the sea in ships, telling 
them at midnight what has been 
bappening throughout the world dur- 
ing the preceding 24 hours. 

Poldhu’s last message. was on a 
matter of business to the little Span- 
ish town of Ciez- Now the new 
wireless station at Ongar, in Essex, 
is responsible for this Spanish traf- 
fic. 

Perched on the rock-bound coast of 
Cornwall, Poldhu has made history. It 
was the first high-power wireless sta- 
tion to be built, and from here the 
first wireless message was sent across 
the Atlantic in a 2,000 metres wave- 
length, on December 12, 1901, to St. 
John's, Newfoundland. 

It was from Poldhu in 1920 that the 
Dally Mail wireless telephony test to 
the Canadian Pacific liner Victorian, 
then crossing the Atlantic to Canada, 
was carried out. A little township 
has grown up around the great tower- 
ing wireless masts on the cliff's edge 
to provide homes for the Marconi en- 
gineers and their families and now 
they are all to be closed. 

The future of the station is not yet 
certain; it is probable it will be used 
-for research work, but never again 
will messages from the far ends of the 
earth be received, marked 
Poldhu.”

The Saskatchewan better 
train brought 


farming 
iis highly successful 
tour to a conclusion recently, and Mr. 
Williams, agricultural agent of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
expressed his belief that this train, 
the biggest yet operated, with the big- 
gest attendance, also got bigger and 
better results than any of its prede- 
cessors, Much credit is being ac- 
corded to the company for its invaiu- 
able co-operation in the enterprise. | 

“Many silos,” said Professor Win- 
ters, of the Animal Husbandry De- 
partment of the College of Agricul- 
ture, who was on the train through 
the whole trip, “will be built as a re- 
sult of the visit of the Better Farming 
Train. At almost every point visit- 
ed, one or more farmers: indicated 
their intention to build a silo as soon 
as possible and the models exhibited 
were the subject of much attention, 
and always produced many questions. 

Another matter which was forcibly 
brought tomy attention during the 
trip. was the greatly increasing popu- 
larity of sWeet clover. The tendency 
to grow such crops and to bulld silos 
means much, as it shows that a 
change in farming methods is being 
made, which will make for more 
permanent agriculture, greater pros- 
perity and consequent contentment of 
the farming population. Much inter- 
est has also been shown in the various 
feeds and balanced rations recom- 
mended, indicating that dairying and 
the feeding of stock for market is 
steadily taking a larger place in our 
agricultural operations.” 

Professor Potts, who was lectur- 
ing on dairying and who was in 
charge of the dairy exhibit car, stat- 
ed that in the southern and eastern 
parts of the province there is“a very 
noticeable increase in the interest tak- 
en in cow testing work, and one resuit 
of the tour of the train, he was con- 
vinced, will be that a very large num- 
ber of dairymen will now adopt this 
method and many others, formerly 
doubters, are now convinced of the 
value of this system.

Presbyterian Minister Says It Was 


Joseph of Aramathea 

That Christianity was brought to 
England A.D. 85 by Joseph of Ara- 
Mathea, and that the  British-Israel 
Society in England was now making 
investigations on what was supposed 
to be the site of his church, was one 
of the interesting statements made re- 
cently by Rev. F. J. Hartley, minister 
of Pleasant Heights Presbyterian 
Church, Calgary, in an address to the 
Winnipeg branch of the British-Israel 
Association in the Odd Fellows’ 'Tem- 
ple. He gave a resume of the British- 
Israel position that the British people 
are the lineal descendants of the lost 
tribes, quoting widely from the Bible 
and history. 

Another equally interesting state- 
ment was that Jeremiah, the prophet, 
came to Ireland with a daughter of 
King Zedekiah and that she married 
the son of the then Irish king. An- 
other daughter, Mr. _ Hartley said, 
founded the House of Orange, from 
which sprang William the Third of 
England. He mentioned that Profes- 
sor Odlum, of Vancouver, the well- 
known writer on British-Israel history, 
Was at present in Japan investigating 
the origin of the white race in Japan, 
which was supposed to be descended 
from the tribe of Manasseh, and 
which, he stated, was very much like 
in type the Anglo-Saxon race.

The Horse and the Tractor 


Breaking Farm Horses is Still Big 
Business 


Numerous as are tractors on Amer- 
ican farms, the majo} part of the na- 
tion’s crop is still-produced by horse 
power, and in the opinion of many 
who are making a close study of the 
relative merits of tractor and horse 
in farm work, the horse is going to 
have a place on the farm, if not per- 
Mmanently, at least for some time to 
come. Best results can be obtained, 
they believe, by using both tractor 
and horses. So, while learning how 
to handle the tractor, farmers are still 
up against the same old job of break- 
ing in horses. 

An lowa farmer has worked out a 
method of breaking the big draft- 
horse colt with a rope, which many 
of his brother farmers are finding the 
easiest and simplest way yet known 
to establish mastery, and teach the 
young horse how to obey and work,

May Cut Second Panama Canal 


Present One Will Soon be Inadequate 
For World’s Commerce 

It fs being proposed that the Amer- 
{can continent should be cut through 
again, 

The present Panama Canal is used 
by an ever-increasing number of ships, 
and all the authorities are agreed that 
in fifteen years’ time it will be quite 
inadequate for the world’s commerce. 

This being the case, either the 
present canal must be greatly widened 
or a second canal must be cut and the 
keneral opinion of the experts leans to 
the cutting of a new canal. 

This would have to be much larger 
than the present waterway, and such 
a gigantic undertaking would occupy 
a number of years, so it is suggested 
that work should be begun at once. 

But two old controversies have 
broken out with renewed vigor. ‘The 
first is as to where the new canal 
should be cut and the second as to 
whether a canal with locks.or a sea- 
level channel is the better. 

There is a possibility that, instead 
of making a second canal at Panama, 
the Nicaraguan route may be follow- 
ed. This was the original plan of 
the Americans before they took over 
the French works at Panama, and as 
far back as 1826 a survey was under- 
taken there on behalf of a British 
company. 

Owing to climatic causes ships 
would have to spend forty-three hours 
more on the Nicaraguan route than by 
Way of Panama, but against this the 
distance to San Francisco and New 
York from the ends of the Nicaraguan 
Canal would be 500 miles shorter than 
from the ends of the Panama Canal.

That this is not a just estimate 
for all purposes is evident when 1¢ is 
considered that the average price of 
settled farm lands in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, most of which are wheat 
lands, is less than $25 per acre, and in 
addition there are these large tracts 
which may be acquired for a lesser 
sum or for the price of filing on them.

From September Ist, 1921, to May 
20th, 1922, a total of 6,400,000 bushels 
of wheat had been shipped out of the 
Lethbridge division of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, which includes the 
territory from Okotoks south to the 
boundary and east to Dunmore junc- 
tion near Medicine Hat.
